POSTPONEMENT OF THE OPENING OF 
WORK MADE NECESSARY. 


Couneilmen Arnstein and Eeyes of the 
Council Committee on Public Improve- 
ments Failed to Attend the Committee 
Meeting—Counciiman Anderson Op- 
poses Prompt Action on the Ordinance

The unemployed workingmen of St. Louis 
who have registered atthe POst-DIsPpaTcH 
office for employment on the proposed lake 
work in Forest Park were notified that to- 
day they would be told where and when to 
apply for that employment, and the date 
when the work would begin. 

This notification to-day.is impossible, 
owing tothe failure of the City Council last 
night to act upon the Lake Fund ordinance 
authorizing the proposed work. The Coun- 
cll failed to act because the Couneil Commit- 
tee on Public Improvements failed to report 
on the ordinance. The Council has ad- 
journed to meet next luesday night, and un- 
tilthat time nothing can be done towards 
the opening of the proposed work. 

Within twenty-four hours after the Coun- 
cll’s favorable action on the Lake Fund or- 
dinance, and the Mayor’s approval, work 
will be begun.

The Lake Fund ordinance failed to come up 
for its third reading and vote before the City 
Council last night, Owing to the failure of 
the Council Committee on Public Improve- 
ments having charge of the bill to report on 
it. The Counch has adjourned to next Tues- 
day night, until which time nothing can be 
done to put into operation the Fund pian for 
the relief of the unemployed workingmen of 
St. Loui 

Last night’s meeting of the Council was a 
special session for the purpose of, receiving 
the Council committee’s reporton the Lake 
Fund ordinance, of giving the bill its third 
reading and of votiagupon it. Ten members 
of the Counc!l were 3 President Nagel 
in the chair. 

Before the regular order of business called 
for the reports of committees, Councliman 
James moved that when the Council ad- 
journed it adjourn to meet Tuesday night 
next. Councilman Clark protested against 
this, urging that it might de necessary to 
meet earlier, to facilitate actiin in the Laxe 
Fund ordinance, Counciiman Anderson 
stated that he ‘favored adjournment to Tues- 
day night, as such delay would give time in 
which to investigate the ordinance thorough- 
ly before voting upon it. Councliman James’ 
motion was put and carried. 

When the reports of the were 
called for Chairmah F of the Oouncil 
Committee on Public Improvements stated 
that the committee unatie to report on 
the Lake Fund ordinatce, owing to the fact 
that no qvcrum Bad been pregeut at the 
tuut afternoon 
for consideration of that ordinance. The 
committee’s raport would thereupon have to 
go over until the next meetingof the Coun- 
cil, the next meeting of the committee being 
set for 2:30 o’clock Saturday afternoon. 

Councilman Clark urged that this delay in 
considering the Lake Fund ordinance should 
be overcome. The ordinance was one pro- 
viding a plan for the relief of the unem- 
ployed men of St. Louis, and it was necessary 
that it be acted upon with all the speed pos- 
sible to the Council. He therefore moved 
that the Council resolve itself into a com- 
mittee of the whole and enter upon the con- 
sideration of the Lake Fund ordinance at 
once. : 

Councllman Anderson opposed thig motion 
of Councilman Clark. He said that the 
measures proposed in the Lake fund ordli- 
nance were of a serious nature, demanding 
investigation, and that ample time should 
be given for investigation. The ordinance, 
he stated, proposed the release of the Lindell 
Rallway Co. from a conditional obligation to 
the city of $25,000, for which release, he 
understood, the Lindell Ratlway Co. was to 
pay $20,000 toward the proposed work in 
Forest Park for the relief of the unemployed. 
This meant, he sald, a saving to the 
Lindell company of $5, 000 on its 
ordinance contract with the city, 
and although it was specified that 
at least $25,000 wes to be expended in the 
proposed work, he favored looking into the 
proposition thoroughly before acting upon it. 

Councilman James said that his motion, 
already carried, to adjourn to Tuesday 
night, had not been put with the purpose of 
deferring action in the Lake Fund ordinance. 
If the Council could go into Committee of the 
Whole for its consideration, and thereby 
overcome the failure of the committee to 
report, he favored doing so. 

President Nagel stated tnat under his con- 
struction of the charter this was fmpossibie, 
The only way in which the Lake Fund ordi 
nance could come before the Council now was 
in the report of the committee. 

Counciiman James asked if this was the 
ruling of the Chair on the motion of Counen - 
man Clark. 

President Nagel fied that it was not a 
ruling, bat that it was the Chairs construc- 
tion of the meaning of the charter. 

The motionto gointo acommittee of the 
whole for the consideration of the Lake Fund 
ordinance was accordingly not pressed and 
the Council adjourned to meet at 7 o'clock 
next Tuesday eveping. 

Two members of the Council Committee on 
Public Improvements absent from the meet- 
ing yesterday afternoon for consideration of 
the Lake Fund ordinance were Councilmen 
Keyes and Arnstein,

There was to have been a meeting of 
the committee the day before yesterday for 
the purpose of considering this bill, but I 
was the only member of the committee 
present. I telephoned to the offices of 
Mr. Arnstein and Mr. Ferris. but was told 
that they had then gone home, 
at the Council Chamber for Mr. Ferris that I 
would be unable to attend yesterday's meet- 
ing, Dut for him and Mr. Arnstein to go ahead 
and [ would see him last night de- 
fore the Council convened, and 
the report could then be drawn up.

Allen Robbed of the Contest and His 
Backer Buncoed Out of $1,000—Com 
ments on Corbett’s Claim About His 
Fight With Jackson—Bookmaker Hill 
Here—General Sporting News.

Louis, 
Cincinnati ana Louisville sporting - 
men, were on hand to witness 
that fight, and a great many of us 
Blue Grass State turfmen, gathered around 
the ringside. After we were chased out of 
two counties a battleground was finally se- 
cured and the ring pitched. The Eastern 
‘contingent, all of whom were Goss men, 
insisted upon the late ‘Eph’ Holland of 
New York being made referee, and Allen’s 
friends, for the sake of having a fight, 
consented to Holland officiating. 
Shortly before the men entered the ring 
*Eph’ stepped tothe front and flourishing a 
supposed roll announced he had deen 
authorized to place $1,000 on Goss at even 
money, Fred Watkins, Allen’s backer, 
covered the money with a crisp new $1,000 
Dill, and Holland appointed himself stake 
bolder. 

**‘When the Goss men, who were in the 
Majority, became convinced that Allen was 
going to win, they commenced a row and a 
small sized riot followed, which broke up the 
Acht. Allen had Goss. mighty near out, 
but Holland gave the decision to Joe, never- 
theless. Allen's friends were so furious that 
they would have torn the referee to pieces 
had not the Eastern crowd stood guard over 
him like soldiers, After the men had cooled 
off some Fred Watkins managed to get 
next to Holland and demanded back 


the $1,000 he had bet on his man at the ring- 
side. 9 gave him the laugh in great 
shape, however, and explained that even 
nad Allen knocked Goss out he, Watkins, 
would never have received his $1,000 back.

STANFORD ESTATE TROUBLES. 


Mrs. Stanford Files a Sworn Statement 
Rg ring Missing Shares. 

SAN Francisco, Cal., Jan. 18.—The filling 
last evening of a legai inventory and ap- 
praisement of the estate of the late Leland 
Stanford brings to light further information 
of the trouble between the Stanford and 
Huntington interests in the Southern Pacific. 
Mrs. Stanford,as executrix, also fileda sworn 
declaration that certain property belonging 


to the estate had not come into her posses- 
sion, though knowledge of the ownership of 
such properties by theestate hadcome to 
her. ‘ihe declaration adds that she is pro- 
ceeding with due diligence to obtain posses- 
sion of such properties, which she believes 
tobe in the hands of other persons in New 
York and elsewhere, though she is now un- 
able to ascertain their exact nature, charac- 
ter or value. For these reasons she asks the 
privilege of filling a supplementary inven- 
tory. The estimated value of these missing 
stocks is $3,000,000, 

A clause in urs. Stanford’s supplementary 
declaration says that among the missing 
properties are 4,250 shares of santa Fe, 11,250 
shares of Southern YTacifc, 16,526 shares of 
Newport News & Mississippi Valley, 681 
shares of Chesapeake & Ohio common, 3,762 
shares oflllinois Central, 1,939 bonds of Gal- 
veston, Harrisburg’ 4 San Antonio 5 per 
cents, b5 bonds of Chesapeake & Ohlo general 
4128, 799 Mexican Internationall Rallway first 
4s, 1,274 lliimois Central first 4s, anda large 
amount Kentucky Central trust fund of 1890. 

Mrs. Stanford’s assertion that she is pro- 
ceeding with due diligence to secure these 
stocks means, itis said, that he has made a 
formal demand of Huntington, and that if 
the answer should bea refusal sult will be 
begun.

P ESU ANS CRIME. _ 


Why the Milwaukee Hotel Keeper Mur 
dered and Burned His Guest. 


MILWAUKEE, Jan. 17.—The exhibition of 
nerve shown by Rudolph J. Peschmann in 
faceofthe terrible crime he committed 1s 
something remarkable. He talks of the hor- 
rible deed as freely as the average man dis- 
cusses the weather. It was greed for gold 
that caused him to strangle Mrs. Anna 
Schrums and to fire the bullding to conceal 
his crime. Failing to find the money he 
thought the poor old woman had, he sum- 
moned the fire departmentin order to save 
nis furniture, upon which there was no in- 
surance. 

The confession of the murderer, would-be 
robber and incendiary clears up the mystery 
which has surrounded the Cream City Hotel 
fire since last Friday morning. Peschmann 
was the proprietor of the hotel. His only 
guest was Mrs. Anna Schrums, an eccentric 
character, 80 years of age, and reputed to 
have $40,000 in cash in her possession. When 
a fire broke outinthe hotel at an early hour 
Friday morning Peschmann and his family 


escaped. Mrs. Schrums was found dead in 
her room, her remains partly charred. None 
of her money or jewels could be found, al- 
though a careful search was made. 

The discovery that one of her trunks haa 
been broken into quickly caused the police to 
abandon the theory that Mrs.Schrums’ death 
had been accidental. They were then con- 
vincea that she was murdsred and that rob- 
bery was the motive. 

Suspicion fell upon Feschmann. He was 
arrested by Detective Sullivan, takento the 
Central Station and turned over to Chief 
Janssen and Inepector i:lemer. They ques- 
tioned him for a long time before he weak- 
ened. Hesaidthat during the two years he 
condugted the hotel the business had been 
very poor. He Knew Mrs. Schrums had 
money, and he determined to get it. 

Peschmann’s story of his awful crime in his 
own words is as follows: 

I had been watching this woman for some 
days and I thought I would get the money 
she had tor my boy. So Thursday night when 
she went to a toll room I watched her. 
When she came backI took her by the throat 
and choked her. She fell down. I tied her 
hands and her feet and went to search the 
room. I broke open the trunk in which 1 
thought she kept her money, but 1 did not 
und any. She commenced to breathe again, 
and I went back and choked her again unt 
she was quiet. I weat downstairs and told 
my wife that 1 thought Mrs. Schrums was 
dead. Isaid: ‘Mre. Schrums is dead; we 
had better go up and get all we can.’ My 
wife refused to go up with me, sol went up 
again. I took the silk dresses and such 
things as 1 found and carried them down to 
my wife. I could not get all the stuff back 
into the boxes and they were all broken 
open. That would lock suspicious, I thought, 
so I thought then I would burnit. Iset fire 
near the bed and threw the lamp, which was 
Wr and I rusneé out. 

did not find any money or any change 
except 75 or 80 cents in a small etbook. 
If I had had the money I would let the bulld- 
ing burn down entirely, but I have watched 
it. I dia not want w lose all my furniture 
and I went out and sent in an alarm. But 
for that I would hate let it burn down en- 
tirely, so that they cauld only find the bones. 
I did not find the money. I have deen think- 
ing that I have got into all this trouble and 
that Dr. Kasten will get the money.

Sullivan. Finding that she could not be held 


as an accessory of her husband the police 
discharged Mrs. Peschmann. She ts about 
30 years of age and isthe mother ofa 9-year- 
old boy. Mrs. Peschmann is stoutly built, 
“with a round face, dark eyes and auburn 
hair, and is of medium height. The police 
are convinced that she did not plan the mur- 
er. 

Peschmann is 33 years old anda native of 
Bohemia. lle is below the medium height, 
has piercing gray eyes and a blonde mus- 
tache. He came here from Europe fourteen 
years ago. For a number of years he kept a 
grocery store at the corner of Walnut and 
Twenty-first streets. Two years ago he 
took possesion of the Cream City Hotel. 
During the summer he had a good transient 
business, but in the fall it began to drop off. 
His register shows that he had received no 
lodgers since Dec. 14, shortly before which 
time he hada fire at his place. He admits 
that it was about this time that he began to 
make definite plans forthe robbery of Mrs.

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THE I18sUR OF BONDS. 


The statement from Washington that 
Secretary Carlisle’s decision to issue bonds 
is viewed with regret by many Western 
and Southern Congressmen tells a small 
part of the truth. Regret over an issue of 
bonds is not limited to Western and South- 
ern Congressmen, It is shared by all good 
citizens. 

The conditions which force the Admin- 
istration to resort to this extreme measure 
to meet the obligations of the Govern- 
ment are unpleasant to contemplate. 

A treasury looted and burdened with 
heavy liens is a good cause for sorrow and 
indignation. Borrowing money to meet cur- 
rent obligations indicates as sad a plight for 
a Government as for an individual. 
When a great rich country like this 
is forced into this resort it is a 
confession of gross mismanagement or 
crime. In this case it warrahts the 
strongest indignation against the Re- 
publican party, whose administration of 
the government has wasted a magnificent 
surplus and forced the necessity of bor- 
rowing money in times of peace. 

But in addition to the regret and indig- 
nation caused by debt-compelling condi- 
tionsare disquieting fears of the conse- 
quences of an issue of bonds. It brings 
dangerous influences and complications 
into play. Itis an easy way to stave 
off the stress of obligations and 
thus avoid unanswerable arguments 
in favor of retrenchment and 
reform. While temporarily affording op- 
portunity to reduce the tariff taxes its ulti- 
mate effect will strengthen the protection 
party. It gives immediate ald to the op- 
ponents of an income tax. In fact, ifa 
fair income tax had been levied at the 
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avold a fair share of taxation now and by 
those who look upon it as a possible 
reason foran increase of plutocratic tax- 
ation in the future. The mass of patriotic 
citizens view this necessity with profound 
regret mingled with indignation at the 
politicians who are responsible for it.

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NO COMPROMISE POSSIBLE. 


There can be no compromise between 
the franchise grabbers and the people. A 
subway privilege should not be granted to 
any private company or individual except 
the privilege to occupy a municipal con- 
duit, owned and operated by the city. 
The movement begun by the Single Tax 
League and the labor organizations con- 
templates this. It ought to have the sup- 
port of every honest citizen. With proper 
assistance from taxpayers and telephone 
users the Bell company can be not only 
defeated in its present effort, but compelled 
to gointoa common conduit along with 
other wire companies. 

The principal obstacle in the way is the 
financial condition of the city, but this 
can be overcome by the exercise of a little 
diligence and energy. Probably further 
legislation is necessary at Jefferson City 
which will confer mandatory power upon 
the Municipal Assembly instead of the 
merely permissive authority which is all 
it seems to have now. 

These are the two most important tasks 
to be performed. They are both possible, 
and work should be begun immediately. 
Clear heads are necessary to formulate a 
plan of campaign and hard work will do 
the rest. 

Some policy must be adoptcd and ad- 
hered to or the Bell* Telephone Co. and 
other absorbents of the common wealth 
will get possession of the ground and hold 
it indefinitely. 
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MR. PAYNE’S BAD BREAK. 


The cat is out of the bag. Congressman 
Payne did it. 

In the debate on the Wilson bill Mr. 
Payne maintained that ‘‘You must first 
give the manufacturer the ability to pay 
wages as the condition precedent.’’ 
Pressed for particulars he admitted that 
the manufacturer would pay wages, not 
according to his ability but only as he had 
to. But, said he, the trades unions 
will compel him and can compel him.“ 

The ground is shifted once more. The 
manufacturers must be enriched by the 
bounty of Government and then the labor 
organizations must make war for their 
share of the plunder. They must strike 
or boycott or do other things against 
which United States judges are now in the 
habit of issuing injunctions. And when 
the strikes come the manufacturers will 
call loudly for ‘‘troops.’’ Prosecutions 
for treason will follow, there will be acry 
of anarchy and the law and order league 
will bustle about and chatter of personal 
liberty and the majesty of law.

Three 
thousand of the principal capitalists, bank- 
ers and merchants of London combined and 
pledged themselves to support the credit 
of the Dank paper. Parliament en- 
acted severe laws ggainst acts of the 
“people Hable to depreciate banknotes. It 
was made a penal offense to pass or receive 
guineas of full weight for more than 
shillingseach. No man was ever convicted 
of violating this law, It was too e sy and 
— to sweat“ the gold and pass 

he light-weight guineas lawfully at 28 to 80 
shillings. Banknotes continued to de preci- 
* in spite of this act of Parliament and the 
pled ges of the 8,000 capitalists of London. 

This wasatatime when England was pil- 
ingupadebt which she never will—never 
can—pay. 

On the other hand the Congress during the 
great civil War passed an act (by many con- 
sidered unconstitutional) that certain paper 
should be a legal tender. This paper depre- 
Clated greatly; put Congress was not so fool- 
ish as to make ft a penal offense to buy and 
gall apecte at any price that could be obtained 


During the past year many millions of gold 
have been exported fromthe United States. 
What would be thought of an act of Congress 
that woula compel orofa financial system 
that would make it necessary to destroy 
legal tender notes or any kindof paper cui- 
rene in an amount equal tothe gold with- 
drawn from the United States 
Treasury export? But this very 
thing was done by Great Britain. 
Pariiament enacted that whenever gold 
should be withdrawn from the Bank of En- 
gland for export an equal amount of notes 
must be destroyed, 

The acts of Parliament of 1819 and 1826 so 
restricted the currency that it was wholly 
inadequate for the industry of the pation 
and produced the most dreadful distress in 
1826 and 1830, greater than any experienced 
by faulty legislation in the United States.

RI TO-MORROW, 


Affecting Leave-Taking of Mother and 
Sister at the Depot—Sheriff Jones of 
Laclede County and Four Deputics 
Guard the Prison—The Gallows Heady. 


* . 

Wus Howard, who ts to be hung at Leba- 
non, Mo., tomorrow for the murder of 
Thomas McMichaews, a deat mute, on April 
27, 1889, was taken to Lebanon to-day from 
the St. Lapis jail, where he has been confined, 
Sherif Frank Y. Jones of Laclede County, 
Mo., with four deputies escorted Howard. 
The Sheriff left with his prisoner on the 8:25 
a. m. Frisco train. ; 

Howard was accompanied to the depot by 
his mother and sister, and the parting was 
very affecting. Howard was conveyed from 
the Four Courts to the depot in a carriage. 
His mother and sister entered the coa 
with him and remained  conversi 
with him until train time. Howard 
was apparently unaffected and occasionally 
smiled, 

Afew minutes before it was time for the 
train to pull out Sheriff! Jones notified the 
womenthat they had better bid Howard 
farewellas the train was about to start. 
Howard’s mother embraced her son again 
and again, and with tears streaming down 
her wrinkled cheeks kissed him over and 
over untll she was led from the car. 

Howard's sister as she kissed bim said that 
she would not bid him good-by. This would 
indicate that she intends to go to Lebanon 
before the execution. 

Howard bid the officials and detectives at 
the Four Courts good-by, remarking to some 
of them that it was the last that they would 
see of him, 

The crime, the penalty of which Howard 
will pay with his life to-morrow, 
was committed in Maries County, Mo. How 
ard escaped, and was found in the Peniten- 
tlary at San Quentin, Cal., about a year 
later, where he was serving a term for an- 
other offense. He was brought dack to Mis- 
souri, and took a change of venue from 
Maries County to Laclede County, and was 
tried and convicted at Lebanon, Mo., and 
sentenced to hang on Dec. 29, but Gov. Stone 
respited him until Jan. 19. 


There appears to be no hope of a stay of the 
sentence. Gov. Stone’s private secretary 
yesterday sent the — telegram to 
Howard's uncle at Louisville, Ky., who has 
Means interceded in the doomed man’s be- 
half: 


Hon. Berry Howard, Loulsville, Ky.: Gov. Stone 
directs me to say that, after due consideration, he 
declines to iatesfere further in the case of Wiison

ru SCAFFOLD IS READY. 
LEBANOW, Mo., Jan. 17.—The scaffold for 
Wils Howara’s execution is now completed. 
It is built on the north side of the jail. The 
scaffold’ timbers are 16 feet in length and 


there will beadropof seven feet. The in- 
closure will De 32x32 feet, giving ample room 
for all who will be permitted to witness the 
execution. The scaffold is hid from the view 
of the inmates of the jail. Sheriff Jones has 
made all arrangements for the hanging, 
even to getting the rope from A. Leschen & 
Son of 822 North Main street, St. Louis. 

Sheriff Jones said to-day that only the ofm- 
cers of the court, visiting officers, newspaper 
menand a few guards will be allowed within 
the scaffold inclosure. He has had many re- 
quests for admission, all of which he has 
positively refused, except such per- 
sons as he believed should be  pres- 
ent, and he will Umit that number 
to as few as he possibly can. Several Sher- 
iffs in this part of the State will be present 
and the press will be well represented. 

Sheriff Jones, who is serving his first term, 
is a cool, careful officer, and will perform the 
unpleasant duty inacaim, deliberate man- 
ner. 

The execution of Howard will be the sec- 
ond hanging in the history of the county. 
Joe Core was executed here on March 5, 1880, 
for the murder of James King, an old citizen 
of the county. It was ublic and 
the largest crowd ever in Lebanon wit- 
nessed that execution. But the crowd that 
may come expecting to see the bang 
ing of Wils Howard will be disappointed, as 
Sheriff Jones will not allow any parties with-

Mayor Walbridge does not wish to be 
placed Inthe light of encouraging any fur- 
ther analysis by the city chemist of the river 
water above the Chain of Rockg. 

In a communication to Health Commis- 
sioner Homan on the subject he said:

He therefore urges that should the Board 
of Health deem it practicable an ordinance 
should be prepared to be introduced in the 
Municipal Assembly to appropriatea suffi- 
cient sum of money to defray the expenses 
Ot a commission to be appointed to make a 
thorough and exhaustive report on the 
nature and scource of the pollution of the 
wator supply of the city. 

He has been informed, he says, by parties 
qualified to speak, that this would cost about 
$10,000. 

liealth Commissioner Homan does not con- 
cur with the Mayor in these conclusions. 
Delays in these matters of public health are 
dangerous, he says, and the exhaustive ro- 
port of a commission might be all very well 
inits way goy the time it was made, which 
would be not less than six or ten months 
from now, the mischief would be done. 

**Chicago is not idle at present, nor will she 
bo. he said,**duringalithat time. The chief 
function of the Health Department, as I un- 
derstand it, is not to cure disease so much as 
to preventit. Alive Board of Health is the 
one that foresees approaching epi- 
Gemics and takes the necessary pre- 
ventive measures to ward them ot. 
It is not enough to wait until the evil is upon 
us and then battle withit. By taking proper 
sanitary precautions we can prevent the 
disease from ever gaininga foothold in the 
city. This is the stand I take with regard to 
the present pollution of our water supply. I 
do not know exactly what the Mayor means 
by superficial examinations. Ifhe refers to 
the City Chemist’s analysis, I can only say 
that Dr. Teichmann proposes to divide his 
future samples with other chemists whose 
reputation is established, and who stand 
highin their profession—such men as Dr. 
Curtman and Prof. Sanger. The Board also 
proposed to have microscopical and 
bacteriological examinations made which 
would undoubtedly throw sufficient light on 
the matter to justify the proper legal meas- 
ures being taken.

THE YAQUI COUNTRY. 


Marvelous Stories of Its Wealth Told by 
an American Explorer. 


Hermosilie (Mexico) Special, 

Charies T. Naylor,an American prospector, 
who left the City of Chihuahua, Mexico,eight 
months ago for a trip across the Sierra Madre 
Mountains and through the wild and danger- 
ous country inhabited by the Yaqui Indians, 
has arrived here. His trip was made in the 
search of silverand gold, and was the most 
desperate undertaking imaginable. 

Mr. Naylor’s route from Chihuahua was by 
way of Tomochic, the town which was en- 
tirely depopulated in an attack made on the 
inhabitants over a year ago by Mexican 


troops, who massacred the men, women and 
children. Mr. Naylor states that in the 
mountains west of the fated town he came 
upon a band of about 200 Tomochic braves 
who bad an almost impenetrable rendez- 
vous, upon which all attacks of Mexican sol- 
diers proved futile. 

Upon observing that Mr. Naylor was an 
American, bent apon a peaceabie mission, he 
was well received. lle spent two weeks with 
the Tomochics and then entered the e 
country. It was there that he met with dim 
culties. He was captured by a band of Yaquis 
and held a prisoner several days pending a 
decision from the Chief as to what disposi- 
tion should be made of him. 

After several solemn councils by the chief 
with the other prominent members of the 
tribe. Mr. Naylor was . upon a horse, 
and with two wounded Indians as guards was 
started across the country toward the west. 
Hie passed through a number of villages, and 
was never permitted to tarry longer than one 
night ata Single place. Atthe western con- 
fines of the Yaqui country the guards left 
him, and he made his way with great difficul- 
ty across the mountains to this city. 

Mr. Naylor tells some marvelous stories of 
the richness of the Yaqui country, aud states 
that the number of the Sega tes has been 
greatly uhderestimated. * 
seen fully 3,000 armed braves.

Could Be Detected.

Among the counterfeiters of comparatively 
modern times the German, Becker, stands 
pre-eminent. With incredible skill he en- 
graved dies for upward of 300 types of coins, 


principally Roman, and, as most of these 
were struck in gold—a metal that does not 
change in appearance with time—he realized 
large sums from unwary collectors. Becker 
was amanof resource and with some sense 
ot numor. How to take off the appearance of 
novelty from the freshly struck coln was a 
question of difficult solution. Ne solved it 
thus: He had a small box constructed, which 
he partly ulled with tron filings and screwed 
to the springs of his carriage, and inthat box 
he placed his newly struck coins, and then, 
as he expressed it, took his old gentleman 
a drive’’ on the road between Frankfort and 
Offenbach. 

“The coins came outof the box still fresh, 
but with the too glaring bloom of youth 
judiciously toneddown. At length the mar- 
ket was Overdone with his productions, and 
Becker, having ceased to counterfeit, now 
sold complete sets of impressions in lead 
from his dies tothe museums and collectors 
who had formerly purchased his forgeries, 
so that there mignt be no difficulty in identi- 
fying what was his handiwork. 

Within the last few years numbers of for- 

eries of extremely rare coins inthe British 

useum and private collections have been 
sold by auction in London. so good is the 
execution that it seems probable that means 
have been devised forecasting steel dies cn 
plaster casts or of hardening electrotype 
dies. ‘the manufacture of rare ‘‘siege 
pieoes, carried on in one of our midland 
towns, shows a far lower amount of skill. 
nen genuine, but defaced, coins are re- 
struck with new impressions, it is very dim 
cult to discover the fraud, Some genuine 
ancient coins are surfrappees in this manner 
—as, for instance, a whole elass of Jewish 
coins which are struck on Roman silver 
denarri. But when the image and super- 
scription of William III. can be discerned un- 
derlying the device on a rare crown piece of 
Elizabeth, the question of its quthenticity is 
soon solved.

The Leader of the Famous Fighters and

Representative Oates of Alabama who lost

THE FRENCH NAVY. 


The Parisians Are Growling Over the Pro- 
posed Costly Extensions. 


London Cable to New York Tribune. 

From Parisllearn that the contemplated 
increase of the Frepth navy is far from meet- 
ing with ung fed approbation. Men in 
the best pos for forming accurate judg- 
ments on matter are decidedly of opinion 
that the Jfountry cannot afford to spend so 
much oney on naval armament when, if 
war comes, it must stand or fall by the army, 
and by the army alone. It will be a long time 
before French tax-payers forget how little 
their navy did for them in the last great war. 
Its services were insignificant and its cost 
comparatively unimportant. The navy esti- 
mates for 1894 amount to 266,000,000 francs, 
equivalent to considerably more than two- 
thirds of the money to be spent on the army. 
Itisnot as if France was rich enough to 
spend what money she chooses, Sheis very 
badly off just now, like most other powers; 
but if she cares to lavish money on increas- 
ing a navy only likely to be useful to her for 
one purpose, why, we must increase our 
navy in equal proportion. The French navy 
at this moment is growing fasterthan ours, 
for the amount to be spent in 1891 un French 
ships is estimated at £3,000,000, while our 
own estimated expenditure for new con- 
struction in 1893-94 wes more than £120,000 
short of this.

Four West End Residences Burglar- 
ized During the Night. 


AN ORGANIZED GANG OF HOUSEBREAKE.- 
ERS OPERATING IN SIXTH DISTRICT. 


The Residences of Messrs. Moses P. 
Johnson, Floyd Shook, Norman Brown 
and Mrs. Anna Koch Ransacked and 
$1,000 Worth of Booty Secured—Po- 
lice Claim to Have One of the Gang. 


A very Caring series of burglaries was com- 
mitted some time last night or early this 
morning within the confines of the Sixth Po- 
lice District, and from the character of 
the work done dy the perpetrators 
it would appear that an organized gang had 
done the work.

It Is a Profitable Besiness for Many En- 
glish Merchants.

Whatever opinions may be held respecting 
the effects of consuming opium, there seems 
to be no doubt that selling i isa profitable 
business. Mr. John MacGregor, the senior 
partner of Messrs. Jardine, Matheson & Co., 
the China merchant princes, died recently, 
and, in recording the fact, the Scottish Leader 


says: 

‘*Years ago the house was among the larg- 
est importers of opium into China, and so 
enormous werethe profits that three of the 

artners, by sheer force of wealth, expanded 

nto baronets, while a fourth, the late Sir 
James Jardine of Dryfeholm became one of 
the largest land-owners in the south of Scot. 
land. Sir James Matheson and his brother, 
Sir Alexander Matheson, spent upward of a 
million in buying land in the Highlands, and 
the latter left besides over £640,000. Mr. Mag- 
niac, the ex-M. P., who left £200,000, was aiso 
amemberofthisfirm. Sir Robert Jardine, of 
Castlemilk, is the old head of the Orm and 
probably the wealthiest of them all. Sir Rob- 
ert does not only own Castlemilk, one of the 
finest residences and estates in the south of 
Scotland, but ten years ago bought up the 
Rogersons of Wamphray for’ £120,000, and 
later added the property of Lanrick Castie, in 
Perthshire, to his already great possessions, 
He could buy up a score of such places if he 
so Gesired.’’ 

Dealing in opium is, of course, only one 
branch of the great firm’s business, but it isa 
most important one, andatrade, whether 
right or wrong, which has such potentialities 
of profits must, like Tennyson's half truth, 
be a hard matter to fight.

It Is the Basking Shark and It Grows 
Th rty-five Feet Long. 
Non the Sau Freuvciteo Examiner. 

There was great commotion in the zoologi- 
Cal department of the Stanford University 
on Monday afternoon when President Jordan 
received atelegram from an Italian fsher- 
man at Monterey saying that he had caught a 
monster ofa basking shark, and inquiring Is 
they wanted it.

ANOTHER HOLD-UP HEAR THAT CITY AT 
1 OCLCCE THIS MORNING. 


The Train Stopped and the Express Oar 
Looted in the Regulation Way-—Five 
Masked Men Did the Work — The 
Amount of Booty Taken Not Known— 
What the Police Say. 


Sr. Joszrn, Mo., Jan. 18.—Five masked 
men held up a train on the Kansas City, St. 
Joseph & Council Blaffs road at 1 o’clock this 
morning. The entire contents of the safe in 
the express car was secured by the robbers. 
The amount is not known. The robbers are 
supposed to be the same gang that held up 
and robbed the Chicago fast train on the 
Hannibal just a week ago to-night. Two of 
the men answer the descriptions then given. 

The scene of this morning’s rebbery was 
what is known as Roy's branch, two miles 
north of this city, and is the same place 
where the attempt was made to hold up a 
train on Sept. 2 last, when two men were 
killed, aud for which crime another was sent 
to the penitentiary. 

The train left the Frarcis street depot at 
12:80 o’clpck in charge of Conductor William 
Haywood and Engineer Ed Davis. When the 
train reached Roy’s branch a torpedo ex- 
ploded under the} wheels of the engine and a 
red lantern was swung across the track. The 
engineer putonthe air brakes and the train 
slowed up, comingtoa standstill at almost 
exactly the same spoton which the dummy 
train stood on the night of Sept. 25. Shortly 
after the stop had been made a man came 
running out of the brush alongside the train 
and covering the engineer and fireman, 
shouted: Throw up your hands. 

Then he ordered Engineer Davis and Fire- 
man Baxter to stand down from the cab, and 
as they were covered with revolvers they 
readily complied. While this was occurring 
four other men came running up from the 
rear of the train toward the engine, fring 
their revolvers in the air and shouting at the 
top of their voices tothe passengers, telling 
them to keep their heads inside the cars or 
they would be hurt. 

LOOTING THE EXPRESS CAR. 

The fve men marched the engineer and 
firemen back tothe express car, and one of 
the robbers pounded on the door of the car 
and told the messenger to open it. This was 
done. Assoonas the messenger showed his 
head he was covered with revolvers and told 
to stand away from the door. 

Three of the robbers then forced the en- 
gineer and fireman in ahead of them and en- 
tered the car. On te inside of the car de- 
sides the express messenger was the Dag- 
gageman. He was ordered to hold up his 
hands, and with the two men from the en- 
gine was stood against the wall with his 
hands above his head. A tall man witha 
black mask over his face, wearing a duck 
coatand dark pantaloons, stood in thecar 
with a revolver in each hand. He seemed 
to be the leader. 

A short man, who was dressedin black or 
brown clothes, took all the packages from 
the safe and dropped them intoa sack which 
he carried. When the safe had been emptied 
of its contents, the trainmen were compelled 
to leave the car and the robbers followed 
them. They were marched ahead of the ban- 
dits down half the length of the train, and 
stood in a row at the west side of the track. 

While the looting of the express car was 
going on, the remaining two robbers were on 
the east side of the track, occasion- 
ally fring . their revolvers to pre- 
vent the passengers from interfering with 
their work. All of the occupants of the 
coaches had been aroused by the shooting 
and they proceeded to hide their valuables, 
expecting that the coaches would be entered, 
and some of the people crawled beneath the 
seats and lay flat on the floor. Astray shot 
froma pistol of one ofthe robbers struck 
thecar, tearinga holein the side, but did 
not enter. 

The postal clerks in the mall car had heard 
the firing and barricaded the doors and then 


crawied under the mall sacks so as to be out 
of tne way of any stray bullets. Noattempt 
was made to enter the mail car, however. 

When the train men had been stood upina 
line about midway of the train on the west 
side, the robbers called to the men on the east 
side of the train and they climbed over the 
platform and joined them. Then they 
walked away westward, going out of sight in 
the willows a few feet from the right of way. 

The train backed down to the Francis 
street depot and did not go out again for 
more than an hour. 


Is TILLER THE LEADER? 

Local officers belleve that they are on the 
trail of the man who led the robbers in both 
of the hold-ups, It is claimed that the five 
men who plundered the Eli“ train Wednes- 


day of last week have never left this city,and 
that four of them have been spotted. hey 
have not been arrested because, as long as 
they are free, there is a chance of turning u 
the fifth man, who it is believed led the ban 
in both robberies. 

The police feel positive that this man is 
Prentice Tiller, the man who ten years ago 
robbed the United States Express Co. at St. 
Louis of $80,000 and was captured with a por- 
tion of his plunder and sent to State’s 
prison. 

It is known that Tiller was in St. Joseph 
ten days ago, but has managed to elude the 
detectives. He has a record as a daring 
criminal, and although, so far as known, he 
has never before been suspected of implica- 
tion in train "7° he would not hesitate 
to undertake a job if he believed it would re- 
suit profitably. The men now being sha- 
cower by the police are residents of this

A DARING ESCAPE. 


Tiller, who isthe son ofaonce famous de- 
tective of Louisville, Ky., after serving out 
his sentence for the robbery of the express 


company at st. Louis, was lost sight of fora 
time, but three years ago he was arrested for 
a bold diamond robbery at Cincinnati, and 
sent to the penitentiary, from which he 
made his escape last May in a novel way. In 
the prison warehouse, where he was em- 
ployed were a lot of boxes containing spaths, 
or handles for mowing scythes, ready for 
hauling tothe railway depot for shipment. 
Tiller managed to empty one of these 
boxes, which was about five feet in length, 
and hid himself in the cramped quarters, A 
confederate fastened the lid of the box in 
place in such a manner that it could be easily 
removed by the concealed convict, and 
Tiller in his box was hauled to the depot, 
where during the following night, before the 
boxes were loaded on tothe cars, he made 
his escape. 

Among his many criminal accomplish- 
ments Tiler has Leen the Drains of what is 
known as the Stratton gang of mall- dox 
thieves. Others have robbed the boxes, ab- 
stracted Grafts from letters, but Tiller has 
done the fine work of ralsing and cashing the 


rafts. 

Sherif Carson said to-day that he was 
satisfied the train robbers live here and that 
some of them are railroad men. After the 
robbery the Sherif and his posse went 
cirect to the scene. It was foand 
that the robbers after leaving the train 
went west about 100 yards into the willows, 
where a buggy an Single horse stood. 
This bug¢ey had a crook wheel 
and it was tracked down Grand avenue to 
Sixth street, where the track was lost on the 
asphaltum pavement. It is believed that 
two of the men rode back to the city in the 
buggy and the other three walked.

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A PERILOUS RIDE, 


Mrs. Brooks’ Horseback Trip Across the 
Rocky Mountains. 


From the San Francisco Chronicle. 

H. W. Broogs and Mrs. Brooks of New York 
are at the California. They have just com- 
pleted a hazardous trip from Denver to Salt 
Lake City on horseback, a distance of over 
800 miles, over a very wild and rough raute, 
by which they crossed several of the loftiest 
mountain ranges, 

They made the trip simply for the novelty, 
and after seeing this city and State awhile 
they will go on to Japan. Mrs. Brooksisa 
petite young lady with demi-bDionde hair and 
blue eyes, and altogether looks very;different 
from what one would expect from one who 
has endured soroughatrip. She says, how- 
ever, that she eujoyed the trip immensely. 


They had a camp wagon and different 
equipages with them, butthe lady rode on 
horseback with her husband all the way. On 
the desert this side of the Yampa River their 
horses were over thirty hours at one time 
without water. The springs bad driedup and 
there was none to be nad. 

Mr. Brooks spoke about the trip last night. 
They left Denver, via Morrison, traveled up 
Bear Creek and crossed the backbone of the 
continent at the celebrated Berthould Pass. 
Thence they proceeped via the Gore Pass to 
Egeria Park. From there they proceeded 
down to the Steamboat Springs in Routt 
County. 

‘*These springs,’’ said Mr. Brooks, are 
the strangest things imaginable. There are 
142 ot them in all. There is one that spouts a 
fluid as black as ink and you can write with 
it. There is another which throws upa thick 
white milk. 

‘*Besides these there are three steamboat 
springs, from which the whole take their 
name. These springs pug exactly like steam- 
ers all the time and keep up a strange and 
weird noise the like of which was never 
heard before. They canbe heard fora very 
long distance. In addition toto these there 
are the hot springs. In these fish, eggs and 
things of that sort can be boiled to perfec- 
tion in five minntes. 

‘‘From these queer springs we proceeded 
along the Yampa River. I never saw such 
magnificent opportunities tor hunting and 
fishing as there were there. We camped 
there a couple of days, got all the fish and 
very many more than we wanted and also all 
the venison we could wish for. In crossing 
one long ridge we saw deer by scores, and in 
one place we saw a novel sight, it being no 
less than a doe with three fawns, 

We proceeded on to a place called Lay, 
which only has two houses, and then struck 
the desert. Wecame by Thornburg bridge, 
Elk Springs and Box Elder. It was here that 
we had to make fully thirty hours’ travel 
without a drop of water for our stock. The 
horses got very much used up and at one 
time we doubted if we would ever be able to 
get through itall. We had been disappointed 
in not finding water, but the springs had 
gone dry and there was nothing to do but 
plod on. At last we reached water and our 
horses began to pickup again and soon got 
us to the Kay ranch, and ultimately to Green 
River, in Utah. 

‘*Thence we proceeded to old Ft. Duchesne 
and Strawberry Valley to Salt Lake. There 
we discharged our guide and sold our horses. 
Though it was an extremely rough trip, my 
wife and I both enjoyed it, and my wife is ip 
better health than she has been for years, 


A QUEER ENGLISH DAIRY. 


Where Milk Is Sold at Seventy-five Cents 
a Pint.

In ah important thoroughfare in the West 
End, London, is the only dairy in and about 
the city where asses’ milk can be procured. 
This fuid, as is well known, is a valuable 
remedy in some complaints, but only the 
rich can indulge in it freely, for it costs 75 


a pint. 
The reason for this, as a London reporter 


found out on visiting the milking stables, is 
its slow production. In the stud of milch 
asses nine animals were counted, and tbough 
they are milked four times a day, each ant 
mal yields barely two pints through the 
twenty-four hours. 

The milk is very thin and slightly sweet, 
with quite the favor of cocoanut milk.
